THEY DISCUSS THE ELECTIONS. 


Silver Will Be Heard from at the 
Coming Session. 


TARIFF DUTIES ARE CUT OOWN 


When the Bill Is Reported the Fight Will 
Come—Merchantsand Manufacturers 
Are Anxious to Have It #ettled. 


Washinzion, November 10¢—(Special.)— 
At the cabinet meeting today there was a 
full attendance with the exception of See- 
reary Smith, who has gone south. It was 
mostly taken up as far as can be learned 
with expressious of opinions from the vwa- 
rious secretaries as to the recent election. 
It was a mutual admiration meeting in 
which every member vied with the other, 
declaring that Mr. Cleveland had nothing 
to do with the recent defeat of the demo- 
crats. Outside the sacred precincts of the 
white house the contrary ts discussed. 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy which he so striet- 
ly adhered to jis believed by politicians here 
to be responsible for the defeat. 

The fact that few oflices have been 
given in New York, while only three have 
been distributed in Ohio, and these to the 
opponents of Neal, is asserted to have had 
much to do with bringing the overwhelming 
reversion in these two states. Democratic 
representatives in the city are very care- 
ful to say nothing for publication, but they 
are open in their denunciation of a policy 
which has brought about such losses to 
the democratic forces. 

The Country's Demand 

There is a sentiment prevailing here 
that when congress reassembles there wiil 
be a demand for some financial legislation 
looking to the reinstatement of silver, 
Prophecies are wholesale that both houses 
of congress will pass a silver bill of some 
description, the character of which seems 
to be not determined in any form as yet. 
Many predict that if it is vetoed by the 
president it will be passed over his veto. 
Such is the talk which is heard in and 
about the corridors, the lonely lobbies of 
the capitol and in the committee rooms, 
Representatives from the south and west 
say that these sections can look for little 
aid from the cabinet officers. There is not 
one member of Mr. Clevalind’s household 
who is not dominated by him, and they are 
all apparently in perfect aceord with his 
financial views. 

Secretary Morton, while coming from the 
west, in no particular represents that see- 
tion. He was put in the cabinet for his 
gold proclivities and this yellow fever 
which reduced him to prominence was larg.- 
ly responsible for the other representatives 
in the cabinet. 
members from various parts of the country 
and each states that congress in the next 
session wust act independently of the ex- 
ecutive in the fulfillment of promises made 
in the Chicago platform. The country has 
shown its resentment toward the execu-

Cutting Down the Tariff. 

Will the ways and means committee take 
rater and recede from its position since 
the reent republican triumph? is the ques- 
tion which is agitating politicfins in the 
‘apital at the present moment. There is 
no deubt that there is a wide divergence of 
ypinion existing in the committee. in regard 
to the revision of the tariff. One thing 
is certain, Mr. Wilson, the chairman, is 
continuing on the lines mapped out during 
the extraordinary session and is preparing 
a bill following ose on the poliey as found 
in the declarations of the democratic plat- 
form. ‘There are democratic members of 
that committee who think it unwise to go 
so far, and, frightened by the bugaboo of 
the last election, wish to modify the bill,

claim. In «a committee large the 
Ways and means there are always weak- 
hearted members who are willing to fall on 
their knees from fright at the = slightest 
change indicated by the ballot box. 

The chief trouble to be with the 
free list - There are some members of the 
committee utter’y opposed to a great en- 
largement on that list. Some of the com- 
mittee with whom I have talked and who 
do not wish to be quoted, say that they do 
not believe the bill Which will be reported 
by the committee can pass the hou«e and 
the senate. They think it will be Wise for 
the bill to be reported to a democratic eau- 
eus in order that every democrat may feel 
that he has had a hand in the formation 
of the bill, and _ is, therefore, responsible 
for its enactment. If the Wilson bill is re- 
ported carly enough for the house to get 
to work on it immediately upon the reas- 
seinbling of congress, ag the exigencies of 
the case seem fo require, there will be no

What the people want 
to know, what the business men want to 
know, is what action is to be taken, so that 
they can govern themselves in future bus- 
iness transactions. If they knew that both 
houses would pass a free trade measure 
and that the president would sign it, it 
wold give them a gauge upon which to 
predicate their business offers. With the 
uncertainty now hanging over the ways and 
means committee no good business man 
will make any business venture whatsoever. 
The manufacturer does not want to lay up 
a stock of goods, because the new tariff 
bill may reduce their revenue. At ali 
events, if the national democratic platform 
is to be followed he knows that the new 
measure will never increase them and he 
can hardly expect that it will leave their 
value unchanged. 

“The sooner the tariff measure is before 
the house the better for the business inter- 
ests of the country. Merchants and manu- 
facturers can then begin to appreciate the 
true situation and govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. I see that John E. Russell, the 
defeated democratic candidate for governor 
in Massachusetts, says that the result in 
that state shows that the people there are 
unmistakably opposed to any meddling with 
the tariff. I don't believe that. 

Would Welcome Kaw Material. 

“Certainly the Massachusetts mianufac- 
turer will welcome any tariff which will 
bring him free raw material or a tariff 
which will reduce duties on raw materials. 
The manufacturer may kick against any 
reduction of tariff on manufactured goods, 
but if he gets raw material free, or at a 
lower rate, it would be more of a stand-off 
with him, it seems to me. At all events 
the people of Massachusetts will welcome 
any tariff that will give them the necessi- 
ties of life cheaper than they now get them. 

“The truth is, the people of New England 
are in an ugly humor, owing to the financial 
depression, and the late dify-dallying of 
the senate with the recent silver business, 
When the people get mad they © strike 
straight from the shoulder, as they did 
when the republicans tried to drive the 
force bill rough-shod through both houses 
of conxress. They naturally hold the 
party in power responsible for the financial 
depression, forgetful of the fact that the 
Sherman law was a republican measure, 
pure and simple, and that not a democratic 
congressman voted for it. This financia! 
depression, together with the uncertainty 
of the ways and means committee on the 
tariff bill, is mainly responsible for the re- 
version at the recent election.” 

Bhe Free List. 

It has been quite generaly believed that 
the bill to be reported by the ways and 
means committee will enlarge the free list 
by removing the duty on wool, lumber, iron 
ore, coal and salt. The main opposition to 
free wool comes from one locality, the ob- 
jection to free lumber from another, the 
opposition to free coal from still another, 
and so on through the entire list of articles 
sought to be added to the free list. It is 
natural, therefore, that the desire for a 
democratic caucus should be expressed by 
the malcontents, and it is this desire that 
is just now creating some commotion in 
the ranks of. the radical tariff reformers. 

The request for a caucus has been made 
by some eminent leaders, such as Judge 
Culberson, chairman of the judiciary com- 
Inittee, and Congressman Bland is eredited 
With the, detevmination to fight the com- 
ittee recommendations if they place all 
the articles enumerated above on the free 
fist. In speaking of the progress being 
made by the committee, Congressman Whit- 
ing, oft Michigan, today sid: 

The committee is gétting along well. and 
I think there is no doubt that the bill will 
be ready for presentation at the opening 
of the session in December. The most im- 
portant thing, I think. is to get the bill be- 
fore the house, and I also think the result 
of the recent election should enjoin us to 
caution. 

avore a Just Tarifeé. 

“While IT don't agree with President 
Cleveland in everything, I do agree with 
the opinion credited to him that the tariff 
should be of such character that it will 
commend us to the people without obijrer- 
ating or hopelessly embarrassing any ex- 
isting industries. I don't think the free list 
should sreatly enlarged, and I don't 
think the platform of our porty demards 
that such radical reductions on manufae- 
tured articles should be made as will erip- 
ple or close American factories. A gradual 
and consistent reduction all along the line 
is What I favor and I think every demo- 
cratic member of congress has made up 
his mind to bear his part in this reduction. 
There is scarcely a member of congress 
who does not have some industry appealing 
to him for protection, and if every one of 
these gentlemen insists that his district 
must be protected and the tariff reductions 
made at the expense of some other Inan’s 
constituency and on some other articles, 
where will we be? This is a great mu- 
tual enterprise we are engaged in now, 
and we must all be mutual, co-operative 
and reasonable if the principles of the 
party are to be carried to success. 

“On the other band,’ concluded Mr. 
Whiting, “the party must not be dominated 
by the free trade sentiment that we so 
freequently hear expressed by tariff reform 
theorists. The republican party pledged ir- 
retrieveably to the protected trusts invited 
and met disaster by passing a bill that 
carried protection to a degree that ineurred 
the prompt disapproval of the Ameriean 
public. We must pass a law thot. while 
redeeming the party pledges, will be tirm, 
bon-sectional, logical and equitable and con- 
sistent alike in its reductions and bene- 
tits.”’

AID GOES TODAY FROM KEY WEA? 


An Agent of the Insurgents Is Rais- 


ing an Expedition There. 
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CIENFUEGOS IS THE HOTBED OF IT 


Some of the Leaders Are Reported to 
Have Surrendered, While Others 
Have Goneto the Mountains. 


Ikey West, Fla., November 10.—The news 
brought by the steamer from Havana last 
night has cheered the hearts of the Cuban 
revolutionists here, who declare that their 
cause has received a fresh impetus. The 
present movement in Cuba is evidently au 
outgrowth of the plans hatched by the 
leaders here, who have been, since the 
wast flasco, endeavoring incite another 
insurrection, 

One of the emissaries recently sent to 
Cuba returned last night. Ile reports that 
an uprising took plaice Saturday night in the 
jurisdiction of Cienfuegos, province of Santa 
Ciara. About twenty-tive men, under the 
leadership of General Esgnierre, raised the 
cry, “Cuba libre,” near the town of Las 
Cruces, where they had an engagement 
With the civil guards. ‘The revolutionists 
took pOSSeSSLON of the guardhouse, captur- 
ing more than a hundred stacks of arms. 
‘Then they procured horses and proceeded 
to the town of Placetas, being reinforced by 
several hundred men. 

Several engagements have taken place be- 
tween the insurgents and the government 
troops, and a number of men have been 
killed on both sides. The Havana papers 
received here confirm the story of the out- 
break, and while attaching little importance 
to the uprising, show that the authorities 
are taking active measures to suppress it 
by coneentrating all their available forces 
in that locality. 

Communication was seriously interrupted 
by the insurgents cutting all the telegraph 
und telephone wires, but it hag been re- 
stored, 

Later reports show that several leaders, 
including with their followers, 
have surrendered, asking amnesty. Others 
have retreated to the mountains to avoid 
capture, 

It is evident that the present uprising 
will have an ending similar to that of last 
spring.

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RACE TROUBLE IN KENTUCKY. 


The Negroes Checred and the Whites Made 
an Attack on Them. 
Bardstown, Ikv., November 
place is in a state of intense 
and a race War may occur. Ivor the past 
week the people of this place and_= sur- 
rounding counties have been aroused to a 
high pitch over the assault on Icdna Halli 
by a negro, Phil Evans. The trial bas 
been in progress for two days and not unp- 
til this afternoon was any evidence intro- 
duced that Was at all favorable to the 
accused. At the trial this evening the tes- 
timouy of one of the witnesses tended to 
prove the innocence of the accused. 

‘Lhe bave all been favorable to 
Evans. A crowd of them had congregated 
outside of the courthouse, and when Evans 
Was being conducted from the courthouse 
tu the jail by the militia they cheered jiim. 
The streets were packed with erowds 
white people. The cheering 
the DeLTroes SO exasperate N 
whites that_a fight was the result. 

Leroy Winklitfe, a negro, was badly 
wounded, and wiis probably die. Paul 
Abel and another negro, named Sims. were 
arrested. These men sre desperate char- 
acters and were badly beaten up.. Several 
other negroes and one or two whites were 
aiso hurt, but their injuries are not of a 
serious nature, 

‘Lhe deputies, reinforced by the militia, 
soou dispersed the mob. More trouble 
may resuii, The negroes are considerably 
wrought up over the occurrence aud threat- 
en vengeance. The whites, however, largely 
outnumber the blacks and an outbreak will 
result disastrously for the latter. 

The cheering of the negroes has largely 
intensified the feeling of the whites and 
there are many rumors concerning a mob 
to take the law. into its own hands and 
‘wake Evans pay the penalty for his crime, 
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It is thought that wiser counsel will pre- 
vaul and serious trouble will be averted. 
Phe militia is still guarding the jail and 
uwny attempt to secure the prisoner will 
certainly reSult in the loss of many lives. 
Evans, when on the stand today, testified 
that he was at home on the night of the 
erime. His mother’s testimony was badly 
mixed, however, and Evans's testimony wil! 
go for naught. 

Court adjourned at a late hour this after- 
noon unti) tomorrow morning, at S o'clock, 
and by neon the case will go to the jury, 
which means death for Phil Evans by the 
law, or at the hands of an angry mob.

The fact seems to be that the fall in 
price which occurred when the lodian 
mints were closed to free coimage stimu- 
lated the demand for silver in the far 
east. Strange to say, the closing of the 
Indian mints increased the demand for 
silver in India. ‘The output of the mints 
had been manipulated by the ygovern- 
ment in the interest of the lome yovern- 
ment, and when the mints were closed to 
free coinage, there was au increased de- 
mand for silver bullion by the native 
bankers. This bullion in the shape of 
ingets was and used currency if 
preference the rupee paper. This 
renewed demand for silver bullion has 
become great that the Indian gov- 
ernment is urging the home government 
to impose a duty on silver imported to 
Lndin. . 

There bas abso been an increased de- 
mand for the metal in China and in other 
silver-using nations of the east. ‘To this 
musi added the announcement that 
Russia proposes to add to its use of sil- 
ver mnovpev in order increase its 
trade with Chins and other Asiatic coun- 
tries, 

Another factor in the stability of the 
silver market is the facet that the Ameri- 
cap wines have materially decreased 
their output since the closing of the 
Indian mints, aud the increased demand 
from the east has found bullion dealers

Thack Phillips ‘Found at East Lake 
with His Throat Cut. 


A MYSTERIOUS NOTE FOUND IN HIS HAT 


Pe faysa Strarg> Man Did the Work—“f£o 
Dies the Seuucer of Innocent Texas 
Girls.”’ tue Note Ran. 


Lying upon the bare, cold ground where 
he bad tossed throughout the night in ag- 
ony, benumbed by the chilly night, a hor- 
rible wound gaping at his throat but still 
alive, Thack Phillips, the well-known city 
drummer, was found in a clump of woods 
at East Lake carly yesterday Mmornimg. 

Six feet trom where Phillips lay Was 
found a bloody razor, the blade of 
Which was broken out for an uid @ 
half. Dried up blood was everywhere, giv- 
ing the place a aspect, A 
stream of blood had trailed from Phillips's 
body fully four feet formed a 
dark pool. His face were 
smeared and soaked with 
The frightful gash in his 
drained his system of its life current, was 
dry and ghastly Jooking. 

In Phillips’s blood-painted hat was found 
a folded scrap of paper, stained and marked 
with blood, us if eoie bloody hand had 
placed it there. Traced in scrawly, nerv- 
ous, uneven characters these words 
im bold letters: 

“So dies a seducer of innocent girls of Tex- 
as. | have hunted him six years. If I 
am mistaken may God forgive me. FF, B.” 

Phillips was found just at daylight yes- 
terday by John Criswell, a farmer-carpenter 
who lives about three hundred yards from 
the dummy line at Bast Lake. Phillips 
Was lying in a secluded place just off the 
strageling country road two hundred yards 
from Criswell’s home. Before retiring the 
night before Criswell cistresxs- 
ing cries in thei 
thought. lrequently men 
at night conduct their orgies in the 
secluded wud he thought the cries 
he heard were made by some drunken set. 

All through the night he heard the cries 
and just at daylight he resolved to inves- 
tigate. Arming himself with aw pistol be 
Walked through the woods to the place 
Where Phillips was lying. Phillips was sttil 
conscious und told Criswell bis name. 

"A mnan stabbed me last night and dl have 
been here calling for help siuce,* Phillips 
pula, 
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had the wounded and suffering 
an removed to his home and summoned 
two physicians from Deeatur and iele- 
phoned to Dr. Dan Ifowell, of this city. 
Mr. Llowell went out at ounce and found 

Phillips in a precarious condition. fle 
stitehed up the wound and performed such 
other protessional services us the unfortu- 
aute man needed, 

News of the affair was telephoned to 
police headquarters about S o'clock and 
Captain Manly dispatched Mounted Ser- 
geanuts White and Hamilton to the place. 
The sergeants immediately begun an in- 
Vestigation. It was they who found the 
bloody razor and scrap of paper in Phil- 
lips’s hat. 

Phillips was perfectly conscious, althougi 
the amount of blood be had lost was fright- 
ful, and he was chilled through and 
through froui his all-night exposure. Fle 
bore his sufferings with unusual tortitude 
wud talked freely tu the officers avout his 
trouble. 

Hie stated to Sergeant White that he 
weut qui to East Lake about 11 o'clock 
the day before to show some lots he owned 
there to a prospective purchaser ut 
yclock and spent the intervening 
walking about the place. fle weit 
Buchanan's ubout 2 o'clock and ate 
asking permission afterwards to sit 
hre until the man he was to meet should 
coum. Phe permission was granted and he 
remained until just before 4 o'clock, when 
he walked off into the woods, where he 
was found many hours afterward with his 
throat cut. 

le says he was sitting leaning against a 
tree when a man walked up to him und 
struck him viciously in the face. 

“Ah, | have found you at last?” 
exclaimed exultantly. 

Whipping ont a razor he swept if 
across Phillips's throat with a single, vig- 
vrous flodgrish. The blood streamed out in 
au torrent, falling fully four feet away. 

Phe man walked off a short space, and 
turning, walked back to make sure thet his 
work was well done. Ele half lifted BP hil- 
lips's -body, and with a murfnur sut- 
isfaction, turned and walked = burriedly 
uway. 

Hic describes the man as ai tall 
with brown mustache, wearing a 
suit of clothes and tan shoes. 

Sergeant White bad Thack Phillips 
removed in the city ambulance to the home 
of Vhillips’s brother, Mr. J. .| Phil- 
lips, at 446 Decatur street. He was rest- 
ing very well last night and the physicians 
believe unless the effects of the exposure 
to the cold are very severe he will recover. 

Thack Phillips is about thirty-three years 
old and is extremely popular among the 
city salesmen. He has been in the em- 
ploy of his brother. J. W. Phillips, the 
Broad street comunission man, for a num- 
ber of years. Ele has a wife and three 
children living on MeDonald street. lie 
epent several years in Texas, returning to 
Atlanta about five vears ago. ; 

Mr. dd. W. Whitlips, brother of Mr. Thark 
Phillips, said last night concerning the trae- 
edy : 

“There have been some deyvesopments to- 
day which ] believe will throw light op the 
tragedy. [ have secn a purty, wlio 
well acquainted with me and is a friend of 
Thack’s, and he-siates that his suspicions 
Were aroused by a stranger following and 
Watching the actions of Mr. Thack Phillips. 
He SuvVs he would Know the party aha could 
identify him if he were to see him. Also 
a note Which was found and is now in the 
hands of the detectives will probably throw 
some light on this tragedy, 

vy will state, however. that these eTreutn- 
Sianees are th ho Way connected with any 
enemy which Mr. Thack Phillips knew was 
lt eXistence, and if causes me to believe 
that it Was bo intention ou his pact to do 
such a tush act. The kindness of his fam 
lily toward him and the ease in whieh he 
fived, and all the surrounding circumstances 
further convinces me that so rash an set 
on his part would be absurd. I state this 
from the fact that the NUpression Was 
ereafed that this act was done by his own 
hand. l wh confident that the detective 
work that is being planned will show that 
was done becanse of an old grudge, and 

e guilty parties brought to justice. if 

ack had an enemy in Atlanta I do not 

ow it, and do not believe he has one. 
l have ever heard any one speak of hii 
except in the best terms. ‘therefore, I 
believe that the tragedy was caused by mis-

The Great World’s Convention Grows 
Daily ia Interest. 


ADDRESS OF DR CANDLER YESTERDAY 


A Children’s Mass Meeting Tomorrow Atft- 
ternoon—A Meeting for Men Only at 
the Opera House, 


Major George A. Hilton, the California 
evangelist, opened yesterday morning's ses- 
sion of the Christian Workers with a few 
remarks apropos of the auspicious start of 
the preceding day. 

Mr. Stebbins then led the singing of the 
gospel song, “On Christ, the Solid Rock, 
I Stand.” The audience joined in and the 
effect was impressive in the extreme. 

Several short prayers followed and Ma- 
jor Hilton called for scriptural quotations 
expressive of the heart's desire of any one 
present when rising that morning. 

“Lord, be with us!” cried a lady from 
the body of the house. 

“Let the words of our mouths be accept- 
able in thy sight,”’ quoted some one on the 
stage. 

Others followed too fast to commemor- 
ate. Probably twenty or thirty responded 
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in all. “That will do,” exclaimed Major 
Hilton at last. “Now, we'll have a few 
more prayers.” Several short prayers were 
offered and Mr. Stebbins again took his 
place at the organ and sang “Hallalujab, 
Thine the Glory!” and “Hear Us, Savior, 
While We Pray.” 

The first number on the programme fol- 
lowed. It was an address by Mr. J. Fr’. 
Hall, of Philadelphia, upon the famous 
“University Settlement” of that city. Mr. 
Hall described it as a “moral cinic.” It 
was started, he said, by a number of the 
students of the Philadelphia ‘Theological 
university, which stands in the close prox- 
imity of the poorest quarters in the city. 
These students determined to obtain practi- 
cal experience in rescue work and the set- 
tlement, which is really a big mission, was 
organized. There is a teaching fund and 
the students receive lectures on such sub- 
jects as would better qualify them to do 
effective work among the poor. Hygiene is 
one of the things taught, together with 
some branches of a medical course. ‘The 
students go out a great deal among the 
vicious and criminai classes, but make it a 
point never to play the spy or the informer. 
In this way they win the confidence of 
these people. They have been instrumental 
in securing clean streets in the poor quar- 
ters, for the streets are the playground of 
the children,’ wand many hundred sick have 
been treated at a branch medical mission. 

Mr. Hall’s address was deeply interesting, 
and at its conclusion he invited questions. 

“Does the settlement do any street 
preaching?’ asked some one. 

“Yes, every night.” 

“What is the attitude of the professors 
in the Theological university toward the 
settlement?’ asked somebody else. 

“Antagonistic,” replied Mr. Ha‘l tersely. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stebbins followed in a 
duet and Mr. John IX. Rook was intro- 
duced. 

Mr. Rook is from the “Whosoever” inis- 
sion, of Philadelphia, and he proceeded to 
explain its workings. The name was largely 
self-explanatory. he wission was open to 
whossever would enter. It vas located in 
a former saloon and served meals and gave 
shelter to the destitute. The expenses 
Were paid by private subscription, City 
Treasurer George D. McCreary being a lib- 
eral contributor. ‘ickets good for food and 
lodging were sold at eight for a dollar. 
and largely bought by charitable people. 
Many of those sheltered were also found 
work. Some one asked what proportion 
become religious and Mr. Rook replied that 
he did not know. They kept no such sta- 
tistics, the aim of the mission being prima- 
rily to give a man in need tangible hep. 

Then there was more singing and Air. 
Lewis W. Bean, president of the Philadel- 
phia Sunday Breakfast Association, took 
the floor. His address was of absorbing 
interest and his style of delivery, now light 
and humorous, and now serious and dramat- 
je, captured the house. He deseribed how 
the association originated in S78, and 
after several years’ struggle finally got 
upon a sound foundation and was now a 
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tremendous success. For six months dur- 
ing the winter breakfast is served to all 
who apply and for the balance of the year 
there is a tea service. 

Mr. Bean graphically deseribed the pro- 
cession of outcasts waiting for breakfast 
on a Sunday morning in winter. “Re- 
deemed men,” he said, “were emp'oyed to 
do the work about the place, and there is 
a great difference,” he continued, “between 
redeemed men and reformed men.” Mr. 
Mr. McCreary, of Philadelphia, “‘who has 
a heart you couldn’t tramp into a bushel 
basket,” gave $100 a night toward the 
support of the mission. 

The breakfast consists of corned beef 
sandwiches and coffee. Each man is given 
four sandwiches and three cups of coffee. 
At the tea service they get rusks. instead 
of sandwiches, and tea instead of coffee. 
In addition to the main charity there is a 
sewing school for girls in the mission and 
meetings of different kinds are held every 
night. . 

Last year meals were served to 45.621 
white, and 2,186 colored men: also to 260 
women. In the fifteen years’ work 391.- 
$11 persons Have been fed. 

ere is no use talking religion to a hun- 
gry man, said Mr. Bean. Fill them first 
with sandwiches and then with the spirit 
of God. In reference to exnense, he stated 
that each meal cost about 45-8 cents. 

In answer to various questions Mr. Bean 
stated that no account was kept of conver- 

There was prejudice against the 
mission and it had been attacked by the 
“meanest, dirtiest paper” in Philadephia 
because they didn’t put more sugar in the 

ffee. Some complained that the mission 
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was feeding tramps and beats. “That is 
true,” said Mr. Bean, “but the beats we 

are in rags, hungry and desperate. 
You will find plenty of other beats in this 
world wearing good clothes. We take care 
of the ragged, starving ones; if God can 
stand ’em we can. The world will never 
be converted with a policeman’s billy or a 
baseball bat.” 

Some one asked if many Catholics came 
to the mission. 

“Yes, a good many,” replied Mr. Bean, 
“and many have been converted and are 
now useful and Christian people.” 

“Who can become members of the asso- 
ciation?” was asked. 

“Anybody of Christian principles,”” said 
Mr. Bean, “but no cranks, no long-haired

men. 

He told a touching story of a mother 
finding her boy in the mission and wound 
up by an appeal to the southern people to 
pay more attention to the conversion of the 
negro, who was more susceptible, he 
thought, to religious influence than the 
whites. : 

“Rescue the Perishing’” was then sung 
and Mr. Bean offered a prayer. He 
prayed for the lady stenographers, the 
newspaper reporters and that a good col- 
lection be taken up. 

A song by ‘Mr. and Mre. Lamb followed 
and Major Hilton delivered a short address 
on the rescue work at Los Angeles, Cal. 
He described the “gospel wagon” used there 
to carry speakers and singers with an organ 
to the slums and stated that the mission 
was highly successful. Major Hilton also 
gave some personal experiences and stated 
that he had been saved from drink by 
prayer fourteen years before. 

Prayers were then offered by Mr. Hadley 
and Miss C. Edholm, a lady delegate 
from Oakland. Cal.

Of these the only ones that excited any 
discussion were Nos. 8 and 10. The ques- 
tion in reference to wheelmen drew out 
several speeches. Rev. Torrey said that 
every minister should learn to ride and he 
would preach better. He could also ride 
out after the Sunday violators. Dr. Hel- 
sey said that he was in favor of organiz- 
ing a wWwheelmen’s gospel battalion. ‘The 
speeches were chiefly in lighter vein. 

The question of the liquor cure as an 
auxiliary to Christian work was taken up 
by Mr. S. H. Hadley, of New York. He 
Was opposed to it, he said. In his opinion 
drunkenness is a sin and it was rank non- 
sense to attempt to fight it with anything 
except the gospel, 

Mr. Bean followed in the same vein. 
attempt was made to introduce it in his 
mission, he said, but unsuccessfully. hey 
didn’t want to substitute gold for calvary. 
The religion of Christ was the cure he he- 
lieved in. Mr. Hilton also opposed the 
cure. He would substitute, he said, for 
conversion. 

Mr. Kelsey made a little speech on the 
other side. He did not advoeate, he said, 
rep.acing moral suasion with drugs, but he 
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had seen numerous instances where the 
IKveely cure had enabled men to regain their 
manhood and become Christians again. It 
Was necessary to cure a drunkard before 
you could corvert him, and if gold would 
do it he favored gold. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lamb then sang a hymn 
and after a parting prayer by Rev. Norris 
the morning session adjourned. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session of the convention, 
which began promptly at 2:45 o'clock, was 
well attended. 

Rev. I. M. Lamb, the sweet singer of the 
convention, gave one of his beautiful songs. 
which found its way to the heart of every 
one present. 

The devotional exercises were conducted 
by Rev. George W. Hinckley, of East Fair- 
field, Me., who read an appropriate pas- 
sage of scripture and made a pointed and 
practical talk. 

Jirs. Whittemore’s Short Talk. 

Mrs.. E. M. Whittemore, one of the 
most active and useful members of the 
convention, whose work .bas largely been 
the rescue of fallen women, was the first 
speaker introduced by Chairman ‘Torrey. 
Mrs. Whittemore did not expect to attend 
the convention, on aceount of other en- 
gugements, but it so happened that she 
was able to dispose of these, and reached 
the city, to the gratification of her many 
friends in the convention, yesterday after- 
noon. 

Mrs. Whittemore made an earnest, prac- 
tical talk in which she gave a chapter of 
her recent experience in mission work. 

Ahead of Poston. 

The report of Rev. J. P. Bixby, of Lay 
college, Revere, Mass., was an interesting 
review of the Christian work in which he 
has been for a long time interested. In 
beginning his talk he paid a beautiful trib- 
ute to Atlanta’s weleome and stated. in 
this respect, that Boston would have to 
take a back seat. The result of the last 
convention in Massachusetts could not he 
estimated. Its impression was felt most 
decidedly upon the school with which the 
speaker was connected. The canse of tem- 
fperamce and practical Christianity had 
been greatly advanced by the convention. 

A voluntary prayer was then offered for 
this useful Christian institution. after 
which Mr. Stebbins rendered the beautiful 
air, “Some ‘Time We'll Understand.” 

Work in Foreign Fields. 

Rev. H. P. Beaeh, of the school for 
Christian Workers, Springfield, Mass., was 
next presented to the convention. His 
subject was “Christian Work in Foreign 
Mission Fields,” and was illustrated by 
means of a large map suspended from the 
ceiling above the stage. 

Foreign missionary 
speaker, is equally as important as home 
missionary work. You have seven days in 
which to discuss the latter, while I have 
only an hour in which to speak of foreign 
missions. The speaker then gave the con- 
vention a historical review of the mission 
work which had been accomplished in the 
world.

country. We have much religion in the | 


south, more perhaps to the square inch 
than in any other part of the country. 
Much of this is among the colored people, 
who may be lacking in ethical quality, but 
who are full of the instincts of religion. 
These colored brethren have a great regard 
for the Sabbath and some of them keep 
Saturday. (Laughter.) If the Chicago ex- 
position had been held in Atlanta I think 
we would have closed the gates on Sunday. 
(Applause.) We believe in the Bible down 
sonth. Not that it contains the word of 
God, but that it is the word of God. (Ap- 
plause.) We have a Christianity that is 
very aggressive. We have had very few her- 
esy trials in the south, and very few strikes. 
We've had a few preachers that ought to 
be tried for heresy, perhaps. (Langhter.) 
I'll say that much by way of candor. We 
have a great work before us in our larger 
cities, but not so much as those sections 
that are Overrun and contaminated by a 
foreign element. We have a number of ex- 
cefent missions like that of Brother Bar- 
clay’s and a number of noble charities like 
that of Mrs. Nelson’s Home for the Friend- 
less. A great need in the south was a 
greater respect for the few in the right and 
a deeper reverence for principles, though 
unsupported by the many. One of the best 
sermons I ever preached was to only three 
people and one of them was deaf. (Laugh- 
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ter.) We need in the south more fore- 
thought and preparation for apprehended 
dangers. We ought not to wait until they 
happen, but should get ready to prevent 
their happening. We ought to have more 
respect for the Sabbath and a truer relig- 
ious spirit. The true spirit of Christianity 
will always guide the believer aright. He 
will have no fear of deviating from estab- 
lished forms and ceremonies of religion. 
You have brought us good methods, but I 
hope our people will not copy these meth- 
ods without catching your spirit. The 
spirit of Christianity has its root and 
flower in love—the love incarnated and 
exemplified by Jesus Christ. The way to 
reach the masses is to go in search of them 
and if we have the proper spirit our efforts 
will be wisely guided. The Savior had no 
difficulty in reaching the heart of the peo- 
ple. The secret is love and _ simplicity. 
So, if we accomplish no more, this meeting 
together will shed a saving influence over 
this region, and be fruitful of grand re- 
sults to the glory of God and the salvation 
of men.” 

The brilliant address of Dr. Candler was 
followed by several prayers of fervent in- 
voeation for the kindling of the holy spirit 
throughout the southland.

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Lamb, the beautiful singers. who have 
blazed their way so charmingly into the 
heart of the convention. 

Rev. Charles Herald, of Brooklyn, who 
was appointed to tead the dévotional ser- 
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vices, began with a short prayer of invoca- 
tion, which was followed by a brief song. 
The leader then made a feeling talk and 
told of his conyersion fifteen years ago in 
the city of London. He had dedicated his 
soul to God and his ambition was to aid in 
the rescue of the world. He fell in love 
with the people of the United States eight- 
een years before when a representative of 
this country had erected a monument over 
his little child. 


Mrs. Whittemore’s Talk. 
Mrs. E. M. Whittemore, in the absence 


of Mrs. F. C. Squier, was introduced by 
Chairman Torrey to the convention. 

This consecrated woman, who sacrificed 
a life of luxury and wealth to the service 
of God, and devoted her labors to the cause 
of fallen women, told of her noble work in 
this direction, the difficulties she had met 
and the barriers which had been surmount- 
ed. A mortgage of $15,000 had been raised 
from “Door of Hope No. 1,” as the result 
of importunate prayer, and “Door of Hope 
No. 2’ was made a possibility. In a sim- 
ple, yet pathetic way, she related the man- 
ner in which a number of poor girls had 
been rescued from the paths of sin to a 
life of peace and purity. 


Down with Drink. 


The next speaker was Colonel H. H. 
Hadley, of New York, and his talk was a 
capital hit. 

His subject was “The Christian Men’s 
Union.” The object of this union, said the 
speaker, is to arouse the Christian men of 
the country to unite against the liquor 
traffic, laying aside denominationalism and 
party spirit. Intemperance is the root of 
a thousand evils. It buries 100,000 vic- 
tims each year, in addition to the universal 
sorrow which it produces. Who ever heard 
of a drunkard quiting back to a moderate 
drinker? He must first become a Chris- 
tian. Let us take a stand on this question 
and view it as followers of Christ, who are 
guided by the Aight of the gospel. 

Colonel Hadley stated that he would hold 
a special meeting after the adjournment of 
the evening session, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the matter more fully. 

A number of short prayers were offered 
in behalf of Mrs. Whittemore’s work, the 
collection and the movement of Colonel 
Hadley. Among the number was his ex- 
cellency, Governor William J. Northen. 


Religion at the World’s Fair. 


The last speaker of the evening was 
Chairman Torrey, whose subject was “The 
World's Fair Evangelization Campaign.” 

This campaign, said Mr. Torrey, was 
one of the most remarkable in the world’s 
history. It was first conceived in the 
heart and brain of Mr. Moody, the great 
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JOHN K. ROAK. 
evangelist, who realized that such an ag- 
gregation as would surely atiend the ex 
position would be a great religious Oppor- 
tunity. Mr. Moody, .t was thonsght in the 
beginning, bad made a great wistake in 
making this effort, aud a number criticised 
him fur what they considered a wasteful 
expenditure of energy. Lhe campaisn, buw- 
ever, Was inaugurated and Christian Wwork- 
ers Were imported from every part of the 
country, a large number of them te..g ob- 
tained from the south. Three church cen 
ters were established througnhoit the city, 
and a number of theaters brough" inio 
requisition. The movement grew b. youd ‘Le 
most sanguine anticipations of the Clirtis- 
tian Workers. Buidings v?’e secured m 
the neighborhood of the fair and when these 
could not be Obtained tents were raised 
and temporary structures Weve imiprov.sed 
A gospel wagon was provid:{ ana a cozen 
other methods put into practical opeiatiou. 

It was further desired to make the Chris- 
tinn work universal. Christian representa- 
tives were obtained from aél the nations 
of the world who breathed the. gospel in 
their native tongue. An important factor 
in this Chicago campaign was the Bible in- 
stitute. Hundreds of meetings were held 
each week and thousands upon thousands 
heard the preaching of the gospel. There 
was never a service that was not crowded 
and that was not commenced promptly. 

Fully 2,000,000 people heard the xvospel 
preached during the campaign and thou- 
sands were converted. 

The vast audience followed the speaker 
attentively and the address was one of re- 
markable interest to the convention. 


Put to the Test. 


At the close of the meeting the entire au- 
dience remained to hear Colonel Hadley, 
Whose personality had greatly impressed 
the convention. 

He explained the temperance movement 
to which he alluded in his first talk. and 
asked how many delegates would like, from 
a Christian standpoint, to take a position 
on this platform. A number responded to 
this inquiry. He then asked the audience 
if they would stand with the delegates 
and wear the badge, and at least 200 arose 
in their seats., The talk created a decided 
impression,

The ladies’ auxiliary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations has made special] 
arrangements for the accommodation of 
lady delegates to the convention.

A Growing Disposition to Pay School 
Teachers Promptly. 


SEVERAL BILLS LOOKING TO THIS EXD 


A Question Arises Over the Pension Law 
of ’86,and Mueh Discussion Grows 
Out of It in the House, 


One thing is certain? if there is any pos- 
sible way of raising the money the Georgia 
legifature will see that the teachers of the 
common schools of the state are paid their 
salaries more promptly. 

As reported in yesterday’s Constitution, 
there was considerable opposition to the 
Ham bill, which provides for bonds in order 
that sufficient money might be raised to 
make the first payment of the teachers next 
year. After the first payment there will 
be sufficient money in the state treasury ac- 
cruing from the regular taxes for school 
purposes to make the succeeding payments 
every quarter, thus enabling a system of 
giving the teachers their money regularly 
every three months, instead of making 
them wait, as is often the case now, twelve 
months for the money. 

But, while the opposition to the Ham bill 
was formidable, it is to be observed that the 
gentiment in favor of paying the teachers 
promptly is all one way. This was evi- 
denced in no unmistakable way yesterday 
by the appearance of three new bills look- 
ing to this end in different ways. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, introduced a 
bill providing for a direct tax in order that 
the money necessary might be raised. 

Mr. Giddens, of Whitfield, also introduced 
a bill with similar provisions. He is a 
member of the people’s party, but he is 
with the democrats on this question. 

Another bill looking to an earlier pay- 
ment of the teachers was that of Mr. Me- 
Donald, of Gwinnett, which provides that 


the first half of the rental of the State road | 


be given to the common schools, thus. se- 
curing enough money with the liquor taxes 
to pay the first quarter of the teachers’ 
salaries. 

Thus all the factions in 
they may be called factions, 
gether in the lower branch 
ture to give the teachers of the state’s 
common schools more consideration than 
they have had heretofore in the matter of 
being paid off for their work. 

It is known that the third party mem- 
bers of the house have been the most vio- 
lent opponents of the Ham bill. It was due 
largely to the efforts of Mr. Branch, of Co- 
lumbia, in his canvass among the people's 
partyites that they stood so strongly against 
the floating of bonds to pay the teachers. 
It is reasonable to presume. therefore, that 
when Mr. Giddens, himself a third party 
man, comes to the front with a bill for a 
direct tax to raise enough money to pay 
the teachers the third partyites will favor 
this method. 

Speaking of his bill, Mr. Giddens 
yesterday:

“The same unerring principles of busi- 
ness that applies to an individual about 
his private affairs I think will hold good 
and should be applied to the state of Geor- 
gia. It Wis certainly the intention of the 
framers of our constitution that the state 
of Georgia would gradually lift itself from 
debt, but the Ham bill clearly has in view 
to increase her debt. Speculators hereto- 
fore have profited by the manipulations of 
Creorgia bonds. This state came near be- 
ing wrecked on account of fraudulent bonis 
and the very words “bonded indebtedness” 
are offensive and obnoxious to the thougut- 
ful and patriotic people of this state.

The Pensions to soldiers. 

There_ Was an interesting question 

spruns in the house yesterday when Mr. 
Allen, of Upson, brought his bill uppropri- 
ating a onbe-hundred-dollar pension to one 
of his constituents to a third reading and 
had it put on passage. 
The question it raised was whether or not 
it is lawful for a soldier who went froin 
another state but who now resides in Geor- 
gia to receive a pension under the present 
laws.. 

‘The bill seeks to secure a regular pension 
for James A. Roquemore, who it seems 
went from Alabama to the war, the compa- 
ny being made up of men from Georgia and 
Alabama. When the pension laws of ’86 
went into effect he was not a citizen of 
Georgia but of Alabama, but since that 
time he has come back to Georgia with his 
family and is now a bona fide citizen of 
this state. ? 

He made a strong speech on his behalf 
aml showed from a legal standpoint that 
the constitution of the state allowed men of 
his class to receive pensions, and wanted 
to so change the pension laws of ’86 that 
he might receive it. ~ 

Colonel Bill Smith, of Gwinnett. who is 
always willing to do anything for an old 
eonfederate soldier, was quick to oppose 
the measure. He said that it was not in 
accord with the regular pension laws of 
tthe state and he was unwilling to see anv 
special favor granted to this man or that 
when there was a general law prohibiting 
others of this kind from enjoying the same 
rizht. 

The point that’ Colonel Smith raised 
seemed to gain favor immediately and the 
opposition to the bill grew so strong that 
it failed to gain the regular constitutiona! 
majority by a few votes. and the author 
made several efforts to have it tabled 
while the vote was proceeding, but it was 
too late. 

Mr. Allen gave notice that the bill would 
be rushed forward for reconsideration this 
morning when the house meets again. 

Mr. Calvin's New Bills. 


Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, introduced 
three jmportant bills yesterday. 

The first requires the commissioner of 
agriculture annually to collect and present 
in his report statistics—accurate and as 
fulh as possible—relating to agriculture 
in all its branches as practiced in this 
state. 

The second bill authorizes the appoint- 
ment, in each county in this state having 
a population of 40,000 or more, of a phy- 
eician to the coroner. It is made the duty 
of this physician to attend all inquests he!d 
by the coroner, make all. post-mortem ex- 
aminations and autopsies contemplated by 
the laws of the state, ete. The appoint- 
ment to be made and compensation to he 
fixed by the officer or tribunal having 
charge of.eounty matters. . 

The third bill fixes, in the terms of the 
statute the time when all special taxes. 
that amount to $50 or more on each fixed 
trade or business, shall be paid, namely 
April 1st in each vear. or upon commencing 
such business. The idea in the bill is that 
if a person begin business after the lapse 
of the first quarter he will be required to 
pay that quarter’s tax only and. so on. 

Te Go a-Fishing on the Savannah.

The bill came up for passage and Mr.

GATHERED AT RANDOM, 


Editor Dana in a recent Sun gives a 
highly interesting estimate of the qualities 
and characteristics of the two greatest 
editors of their time; two men whose 
names stand at the top of the list in 
American journalism. 

“We had the pleasure of knowing both 
Greeley and Raymond,” says Mr. Dana. 
“We were more intimate with the first 
named of these contemporary editors than 
with the other. They were able, sincere, 
energetic, public-spirited Americans. 
Neither of them was a cherub. Mr. 
Greeley, good man! said ‘damn’ more than 
once, as we regret to remember, and, when 
he called Raymond ‘the little villain,’ that 
cool-headed man retorted in language which 
many people have forgotten. The two did 
not get along very well together when one 
was editor of The Tribune and the other 
was among his assistants; nor afterward 
when they were editors of rival papers, 
though both were of the same party. 
Neither of them was an ‘ideal editor,’ or 
a very deep thinker, or a first-class states- 
man, or a notable scholar. Greeley was a 
stronger and more stirring writer than 
Raymond, but Raymond was a far more 
skillful editor than Greeley. Greeley was 
more fervent in mind than Raymond; Ray- 
mond was more judicious and nimble than 
Greeley. Raymond, when he was a 
member of the legislature, and the speaker 
of the assembly, and the lieutenant gover- 
nor of the state, and a member of congress, 
and a delegate to state or national conven- 
tions, gave evidence that he was greatly 
more ingenious in politics than Greeley, 
who, indeed, during the brief period of his 
service in congress, did not win distinction. 
Raymond always kept up a. close intimacy 
with those astute political managers, Thur- 
low Weed and William H. Seward, while 
Greeley was unable to stay long in the 
‘political firm of Seward, Weed & Greeley,’ 
in which, as he said when he left the con- 
cern, he had been a ‘junior partner.’ 
Greeley was more of a philosopher than 
Raymond, who, in turn, Was more of a 
man of affairs than Greeley. Greeley was 
often compared with Benjamin Franklin, 
though he did not possess Franklin's scien- 
tific quality; Raymond might be compared, 
in many respects, with Franklin Pierce, 
though he was not of Pierce’s politics. 
Greeley had certain eccentricities of man- 
ner and action; Raymond was always re- 
garded as a very level-headed man. Both 
of them belonged to the anti-slavery school 
in polities, but Greeley’s fervor in the cuuse 
far surpassed Raymond's. Greeley had in 
his earlier years been a champion of ‘social 
reforms’ which were bitterly denounced by 
Raymond, who, however, in the latter 
years of his life, began to look with favor 
upon certain theories of socialism. Greeley 
Was negligent in his dress; Raymond was 
natty. Both Greeley and Raymond were 
founders of New York daily papers which 
still exist, but ‘neither of which is now 
characterized by the traits of its founder, 
We agree with The Kansas Commoner 
that none of the New York papers now 
possesses the individuality of Greeley’s 
Tribune or Raymond’s Times, and no one 
of them can possess it, for both of these 
memorable individuals long ago departed 
for ‘the undiscovered country from whose 
bourn no traveler returns,’ after it had been 
their lot ‘to grunt and sweat under a weary 
life’ but that is not a reason Why Wwe 
should despair of the American press. We 
may vet have editors not unworthy to be 
compared with the greatest and best we 
have ever had. A true man was Horace 
Greeley, strong, earnest and good—honort d 
be his memory! An able man was Henry 
Jarvis Raymond, clear-headed,  quick- 
witter, reasonable, temperate, genial and 
highly accomplished—let his name shine in 
the editorial galaxy.” 


Mrs. Josephine Diebisch Peary, wife of 
Lieutenant Peary, the arctic explorer, has 
a warm friend in New York who will short- 
ly be married to well-known lawyer, 
writes David Wechsler; in a syndicate let- 
ter. Mrs. Peary has been corresponding 
with this friend of hers regularly, and upon 
the authority of an epistle emanating very 
recently from the land of snow and ice, it 
can be stated that the little stranger, whose 
birth is expected to give to the United 
States its first citizen hailing from the frigid 
zone, shall receive the name of Robert, 
if of the voting sex, and that of Josephine 
if not. ‘Mrs. Peary gives some personal 
views relative to her husband's exploring 
plans. She defendy herself playfully from 
the charge of having reduced her busband 
to a henpecked condition, and avers that 
he is her lord and master in every sense 
of the words. Mrs. Peary, having thus 
openly alluded to a delicate subject, there 
ean be no impropriety in saying that the 
lieutenant’s exp.oring plans were much im- 
peded when he was last in New York by 
the fact that he was known to be absolute- 
ly controlled by his wife. The efforts of 
Professor Angelo Heilprin were, indeed, 
required to smooth away difficulty growing 
out of this state of things. It is known to 
a few here that one of New York’s wealth- 
iest. men offered to advance $25,000 in 
aid of the expedition, provided that only 
men should be in the party. But Mrs. 
Peary would not hear of being ‘eft behind 
and implored her husband with tears in 
her eyes to be permitted to go. This is 
why there were such mysterious delays and 
consultations before the expedition finallv 
got away. Jt may be remembered that 
the lieutenant took occasion to deny a re- 
port of disagreement among his men. The 
“disagreements” consisted merely of a gen- 
eral opinion that Mrs. Peary should be left 
at home. However, the lady managed to 
have her own way. It may be that a sense 
of her unique position has prompted the 
letters recently received from the arctie 
queens Certainly her arguments that a 
wife’s place is by her husband's side gnd 
that she should not leave him in the hour 
of peril are powerful if not very novel. 
The trouble seems to be, however, that 
Mrs. Peary not only wishes to be by her 
husband’s side, but to borrow his 
voice of command occasionally. Said a 
member of the last expedition, when ex- 
tracts from the Sady’s recent letters were 
read: 

“Bosh! Everybody who has . had 
anything to do with the Peary expeditions 
knows that the wife, and not the husband, 
Was in command.’’ 


The Washington correspondent of The 
Philadelphia Times tells this story of 
Speaker Crisp and his charming wife:

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need of her nursing, she would have the 
marriage ceremony performed so _ that 
she could take her place of watching at his 
bedside. 

Crisp was just about as blue in spirits 
and ill in body as a poor, young hopelessly 
in love fellow can well be, and his despair 
seriousy retarded any improvement, but 
when the doctor returned with Clara’s mes- 
sage, he felt inspired by such a proof of 
affection, and declared he intended. to get 
well, marry her in spite of his poverty and 
make for her a name of which she should 
one day be proud. And he has kept his 
word faithfully. Unfortumately for the 
devoted wife, she was soon after her mar- 
riage attacked with rheumatic gout, which 
has ever since kept her in ill health. Yet 
there was no southern home more beauti- 
fully kept than that of Mrs. Criep. Her 
chief amusement is writing to absent 
friends and reading tlie papers, while much 
of her pleasure consists in collecting and 
pasting in a scropbook all the papers say of 
her husband. 

Mrs. Crisp has had seven children, only 
four of whom are now living. The oldest 
daughter is married, the oldest boy, Charles 
Crisp, Jr-, is d@erk to his father, while the 
two youngest, Frederick and Bertha, are 
yet in their éarly teens.

This 
was worn on the 7th, Sth and th of Feb- 
ruary, 1807, at.Eylau, and it is the identical 
one represented in the colossal picture of 
the battle by Gros. to be seen in the Louvre. 
During the peace which succeeded the battle 
Gros was commissioned to paint the picture, 
and in order that the figure of the emperor 
might be faithfully depicted, the ‘hat 
given to the paintet. 

At the death of Gros in 1835 it was fonnd 
under a upon a wooden stand, 
and it was by auction among the 
painter's effects for 2,047f. DUC, to 
Dr. Delareroix, who presented it to Louis 
Philippe. The latter, after the fainous second 
funeral of Napoleon, ordered it to be placed 
beside the remains With the emperor's 
crosses and the sword he wore at Austerlitz. 
Of the remaining hats, one belongs to Prince 
V.ctor Napoleon, and another tov the Museum 
at Gotha.

NO RICHER FIELDS ARE TO BE FOUND 


————— 


By Labor and Scientific Skill They Will Be 
Developed—Something of the F'a- 
mous *“*Franklin” Mine. 


(jeorgia stands today the richest and most 
prosperous ygold-hearing state probably in 
the United States. 

The gold ore which lies hidden among 
her old red hills is as pure and as yellow 
that which now lies vaulted in Uncle 
Sams treasury. 

(jeorgia so far has escaped the eve of the 
mining engineer, and for that reason 
has Jain dormaut and undisturbed in 
richness of the precious metal.. 

Captain William A. Brewer, who has re- 
centw came to the south from the west, 
and who is known and recognized us one 
of the most thorough gold-mining engineers 
ip the country, returned from Cherokee 
county yesterday, where he has been several 
days on a prospecting = tour. Captain 
Brewer, besides being an expert mineralo 
gist, is up extremely conservative man, and 
the story he tells of greuct gold 
resources can be relied upon as being cor- 
rect, 

or the past two weeks he has been pros- 
pecting in and around Canton, in Cherokee 
county, and the magnificent specimens of 
gold ore he has found and brought back ful- 
ly substantiate what he says. From Canton 
Captain Brewer went the famous 
“Franklin” gold mine, which is one of the 
richest bearing sinks in the south. Tor a 
number of years it has been indifferently 
worked, and slow progress was made on this 
account, but within the past few years it 
bas undergone a new management, and the 
shaft, which is now being sunk, is paying 
well, The “Franklin” sink is fifteen miles 
from Canton. It has paid within the last 
two years to its’ owners something like 
$96,000, There vertical shatt 240 
feet in depth and an ineane shaft IS5 feet 
below this one, which gives altogether un- 
der the surface of the earth 425 feet. The 
vein which is now being operated is a very 
rich one and is about twenty tTeet in width. 

Ine Average Money l’er Jon. 
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The average clear money made per ton 
from the “Franklin” is SO; $4.50 being in 
fine milling ore and $4.90 being in sulphur- 
ets. <A ten-stamp mill is used at present; 
and the management expect to put in an 
additional mill of the same construction, 
These mills are much the best to work con- 
centrates with. 

Gaptain Brewer said gold could be much 
more easily mine in this state than the 
west from the fact of its accessability and 
cheapness of labor. The ore can be taken 
from the ground and separated at a nominal 
cost per fon, while in the west the average 
cost is $3. This is certaimy in Georgia's 
favor and means much for the Empire State 
vi the south. 

The Range of the Gold Belt. 

The range of the gold vein which per- 
meutes Georgia begins in the vorthern por- 
tion of Virginia and extends through the 
upper and middle part of the state to Ran- 
dolph county, in) Alabama. i! about 
two and a half miles in width, and varies 
northeast and southwest. Near Tallapoosa, 
Ala., this vein runs, and also in Elmore 
county in that state. In Randolph counts, 
upon Crooked creek, the vain is especially 
rich, and Captain Brewer thinks the speci- 
nen of gold found there very fine. 

Captain Brewer believes Georgia is in the 
lead when it comes to rich and prosperous 
gold mining. ‘The field is much larger and 
more encouraging, and one thing peculiar 
inferesting about the gold) found that 
it lies, as a rule, upon accessible ground. 

The attention of a great many expert 
miming engineers are being turned to Geor- 
gia’s valuable gold fields and none are more 
enthusiastic over the future than those who 
have recently visited the fields. 

Captain Brewer has been a practical 
miner and engineer for the past twenty 
years and his opinion may be considered 
valuable to those interested. He is a close 
and observing miner and has his eye upon 
the fields he has recently visited.

THEY DISCUSS THE ELECTIONS 


Silver Will Be Heard from at the 
Coming Session. 


TARIFF DUTIES ARE CUT DOWN 


When the Bill Is Reported the Fight Will 
Come—Merchantsand Manufacturers 
Are Anxious to Have It Settled.

Washington, November 10.—(Special.)— 
At the cabinet meeting today there was a 
full attendance with the exception of Sec- 
reary Smith, who has gone south. It was 
mostly taken up as far as can be learned 
with expressions of opinions from the va- 
rious secretaries as to the recent election. 
It was a mutual admiration meeting in 
which every member vied with the other, 
declaring that Mr. Cleveland had nothing 
to do with the recent defeat of the demp- 
crats. Outside the sacred precincts of the 
white house the contrary is discussed, 
Mr. Cleveland's policy which he so strict- 
ly adhered to js believed by politicians here 
io be responsible for the defeat 

The fact that so few offices have been 
given in New York, while only three have 
been distributed in Ohio, and these to the 
opponents of Neal, is asserted to have had 
much to do with bringing the overwhelming 
reversion in these two states. Democratic 
representatives in the city are very care- 
ful to say nothing for publication, but they 
are open in their denunciation of a poliey 
which has brought about such losses to 
the democratic forces. 

The Country's Demand 

There is a sentiment prevailing here 
that when congress reassembles there will 
be a demand for some financial legislation 
looking to the reinstatement of silver, 
Prophecies are wholesale that both houses 
of congress will pass a silver bill of some 
description” the character of which seems 
to be not determined in any form as yet. 
Mauy: predict that if it is vetoed by the 
president it will be passed over his veto. 
Such is the talk which is heard in and 
about the eorridors, the lonely lobbies of 
the capitol and in the committee rooms, 
Representatives from the south and west 
say that these sections can look for little 
aid from the cabinet officers. There is not 
one member of Mr. Clevalnd’s household 
who is not dominated by him, and they are 
all apparently in perfect accord with his 
tinnneial views. 

Secretary Morton, while coming from the 
west, in no particular represents that sec- 
tion. He was put in the cabinet for his 
gold proclivities and this yellow fever 
which reduced him to prominence was larg-- 
iv fesponeibte for TS otter representatives 
in the cabinet. I have talked with several 
members from various parts of the country 
and each states that congress in the next 
session must act independently of the ex- 
ecutive in the fulfillment of promises male 
in the Chicago platform. ‘The country has 
shown its resentment toward the execn- 
tive entering the lobbies of the capitol 
and shaping legislation, and with a feel- 
jug that the people will be behind them, 
other Morgans, Butlers and Blands wil 
spring up to see that the silver plank of the 
platform is not entirely ignored. 

Cuiting Down the Tariff. 

Will the ways and means committee take 
water and reeede from its position since 
the reent republican triumph? is the ques- 
tion which is agitating politicians in the 
capital at the present moment. There is 
no doubt that there is a wide divergence of 
opinion existing in the committee in regard 
to the revision of the tariff. One thing 
is cértain, "Mr. Wilson, the chairman, is 
continuing on the lines mapped out during 
the extraordinary session and is preparing 
a bill following “ose on the policy as found 
in the declarations of the democratic plat- 
form. There sre democratic members of 
that committee who think it unwise to 
so far, and, frightened by the bugaboo of 
the last election, wish to modify the bill, 
making it mild and conservative, as they 
claim. In a committee as*large as the 
Ways and means there are always weak- 
hearted members who are willing to fall on 
their knees from fright at the slightest 
change indicated by the ballot box. 

The chief trouble seems to be with the 
free list. There are some members of the 
committee utterty opposed tO a great en- 
largement on that list. Some of the com- 
mittee with whom I have talked and who 
do not wish to be quoted, say that they do

If they kmew that both 
houses would pass a free trade measure 
and that the president would sign it, it 
world give them a gauge upon which to 
predicate their business offers. With the 
uncertainty vow hanging over the ways and 
means committee no good business man 
will make any business venture whatsoever. 
The manufacturer does not want to lay up 
a stock of goods, because the new tariff 
bill may reduce their revenue. At all 
events, if the national democratic platform 
is to be followed he knows that the new 
measure will never increase them and he 
can hardly expect that it will leave their 
value unchanged. 

‘The sooner the tariff measure is before 
the house the better for the business inter- 
ests of the country. Merchants and manu- 
facturers can then begin to appreciate the 
true situation and govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. I see that John EF. Russell, the 
defeated democratic candidate for governor 
in Massachusetts, says that the result in 
that state shows that the people there are 
unmistakably opposed to any meddling with 
the tariff. I don't believe that. 

Would Welcome Raw Material. 

“Certainly the Massachusetts manifac- 
turer will welcome any tariff which will 
bring him free raw material or-a tariff 
which will reduce duties on raw materials. 
The manufacturer may kick against any 
reduction of tariff on manufactured goods, 
but if he gets raw material free, or at a 
lower rate, it would be more of a stand-off 
with him. it seems to me. At all events 
the people of Massachusetts will welcome 
any tariff that will give them the necessi- 
ties of life cheaper than they now get them. 

“The truth is, the people of New England 
are in an ugly humor, owing to the financial 
depression, and the late dify-dallying of 
the senate with the recent silver business, 
When the people get mad they strike 
straight from the shoulder, as they did 
when the republicans<tried to drive the 
force bill rough-shod through both ‘houses 
of congress. They naturally hold the 
party in power responsible for the financial 
depression, forgetful of the fact that the 
Sherman law was a republican measure, 
pure and simple, and that not a democratic 
congressman voted for it. This financial 
depression, together with the uncertainty 
of the Ways and means committee on the 
tariff bill, is mainly responsible for the re-

The Free List. 

It has been quite generally believed that 
the bill to be reported by the ways and 
means committee will enlarge the free list 
by removing the duty on wool, lumber, iron 
ore, coal and salt. The main opposition to 
free wool comes from one locality, the ob- 
jection to free lumber from avother, the 
opposition to free coal] from still another, 
and so on through the entire list of articles 
sought to be added to the free list.

“While IT don't agree with President 
Cleveland in everything. I do agree with 
the opinion credited to him. that the tariff 
should be of such character that it will 
commend us te the people without obiiter- 
ating or hopelessly embarrassing any ex- 
isting industries.

AID GOES TODAY FROM KEY WEST 


An Agent of the Insurgents Is Rais- | 


ing an Expedition There. 


CIENFUEGOS 


Some of the Leaders Arse Reported to 
Have Surrendered, While Others 
Have Goneto the Mountains. 


IKkey West, Fla., November 10.—The news 
brought by the steamer from Havana last 
night has cheered the hearts of the Cuban 
revolutionists here, who declare that their 
cause has received a fresh impetus. The 
present movement in Cuba is evidently an 
outgrowth of the plans hatched by the 
leaders here, who have been, since the 
vast fiasco, endeuvoring to iucite another 
insurrection. 

One of the emissaries recently sent to 
Cuba returned last night. Ile reports that 
an uprising took place Saturday night in the 
jurisdiction of Cienfuegos, province of Santa 
Clara. About twenty-five men, under the 
leadership of General Esgnierre, raised the 
cry, “Cuba fibre,” near the town of Las 
Cruces, where they had an engagement 
with the civil guards. ‘The revolutionists 
took possession of the guardhouse, captur- 
ing more than a hundred stacks of arms. 
Then they procuted horses and proceeded 
to the town of Placetas, being reinforced by 
several hundred men. 

Several engagements have taken place be- 
tween the insurgents and the government 
troops, and a number of men have been 
killed on both sides. The Havana papers 
received here confirm the story of the out- 
break, and while attaching little importance 
to the uprising, show that the authorities 
are taking active measures to suppress it 
by concentrating all their available forces 
in that locality. 

Communication was seriously interrupted 
by the insurgents cutting all the telegraph 
aud telephone wires, but it hag been. re- 
stored. 

Later reports show that several leaders, 
including esquires, with their followers, 
have surrendered, asking amnesty. Others 
have retreated to the mountains to avoid 
capture. 

It is evident that the present uprising 
will have an ending similar to that of last 
spring.

Thack “Phillips Found at East Lake 
with His Throat Cut.

A MYSTERIOUS NOTE FOUND IN HIS HAT 


Ee Says a Strang? Man Did the Work—“fo0 
Dies the Seaucer of Innocent Texas 
Girls,” the Note Ran. 


Lying upon the bare, cold ground where 
he had tossed throughout the night in ag- 
OnDY, benumbed by the chilly night, 4 hor- 
rible wound gaping at his throat but still 
alive, Thack Phillips, the well-known city 
drummer, was found in a clump of woods 
at Kast Lake early yesterday morning. 

Six feet from where Phillips lay was 
found a bloody razor, the keen blade of 
which was broken out for an inch and @ 
half. Dried up blood was everywhere, giv- 
ing the place a sickening aspect. A 
stream of blood had trailed from Phillips's 
body fully four feet away and formed a 
dark pool. His face and clothing were 
smeared and soaked with his own blood. 
“The frightful gash in his neck, having 
drained his system of its life current, Was 
dry and ghastly looking. 

In Phillips’s blood-painted hat was found 
a folded scrap of paper, stained and marked 
with blood, as if some bloody hand had 
Traced in scrawly, nerv- 
vords 


placed it there. 
OUs, Uneven characters were these 
iL bald letters: 

“S., dies a seducer of innocent girls of Tex- 
as. I have huntéd him six years. If I 
um mistaken may §:0d forgive me. F. B.” 

Phillips was found just at daylight yes- 
terday by Jolin Criswell, a farmer-carpenter 
Who lives about three bundred yards from 
the dummy line at East Lake. Phillips 
was Jyving in-a secluded place just off the 
straggling country road two hundred yards 
from Criswell’s home. Before retiring the 
night before Criswell heard distress- 
ing «ries in the but guve them no 
thought. Frequently drunken men go out 
“ut night and conduct their orgies 1n the 
secluded woods, and he thought the cries 
he heard were made by some drunken set. 

All through the night he heard the cries 
and just at daylight he resolved to inves- 
tigate. Arming bimself with a pistol he 
Walked through the woods to the place 
Where Vhillips was lying. Phillips was stlil 
couscious and told Criswell his name. 

“A manu stabbed me last night and | have 
been here calling for help since,” Vhillips 
puld. 

Criswell had the wounded and suffering 
man removed to his home and summoned 
two physicians from Deeatur and tele- 
plioued to Dr.«-Dan Howell, of this city. 
Dr. tlowell went out at once and found 
Phillips in oa precarious condition, tile 
stitched up the wound and performed such 
other professional services us the untortu- 
bate man heeded. 

Neavs of the affair was telephoned to 
police headquarters about S o'clock anid 
Captain Manly dispatched Mounted Ser- 
geants White and Hamilton to the place. 
Phe sergeants immediately begun an in- 
Vestigation. It was they who found the 
bloody razor and scrap of paper in Phil- 
lips’s bat. 

Vhillips was perfectly conscious, although 
the amount of blood he had Jost was tright- 
ful, and he was chilled throngh and 
through from his all-night exposure. He 
bore his sulterings with unusual tortitude 
and talked freely tu the officers about his 
trouble. 

lie stated to Sergeant White that he 
went out to East Lake about 11 o'clock 
the day betore to show some lots he owned 
there to a prospective purchaser ut - 
Oclock and spent the intervening time 
walking about the place. Ele went to Mr.

Thack Phillips is about thirty-three years 
old and is extremely popular among the 
city salesmen.

Lie 
spent several vears in Texas, returuing iv 
Atlanta about five vears ago.

“Now, we'll have a few 
more prayers.” Several short prayers were 
‘ffered and Mr. Stebbins again took his 
slace at the organ and sang *] lallalujah, 
Thine the Glory!” and “Hear Us, Savior, 
While We Pray.” 

The first number on the programme fol- 
lowed. It was an address by Mr. J. P. 
Hall, of Philadelphia, upon the famous 
“University Settlement” of that city. Mr. 
Hall described it as a “moral cinic.” It 
was started, he said, by a number of the 
students of the Philadelphia Theological 
univepsity, which stands in the close prox- 
imity of the poorest quarters in the city. 
These students determined to obtain practi- 
cal experience in rescue work and the set- 
tlement, which is really a big mission, was 
organized. There is.a teaching fund and 
the students receive lectures on such sub- 
jects as would better qualify them to do 
effective work among the poor. Hygiene is 
one of the things taught, together with 
some branches of a medical course. The 
students go out a great deal among the 
vicious and criminal classes, but make it a 
point never to play the spy or the informer. 
In this way they win the confidence of 
these people. They have been instrumental 
in securing clean streets in the poor quar- 
ters, for.the streets are the playground of 
the children, and many hundred sick have 
been treated at a branch medical mission. 

Mr. Hall’s address was deeply interesting, 
and at its conclusion he invited questions, 

‘Does the settlement do any street 
preaching?’ asked some one. 

“Yes, every night.” 

“What is the attitude of the professors 
in the Theological university toward the 
settlement?’ asked somebody else. 

“Antagonistic,” replied Mr. Hal tersely. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stebbins followed in a 
duet and ‘Mr. Jobn K. Rook was intre 
duced. 

Mr. Rook is from the “Whosoever” mis- 
sion, of Philadelphia, and he proceeded to 
explain its workings. The name was largely 
self-explanatory. The mission was open to 
whosoever would enter. It vas located in 
a former saloon and served meals and gave 
shelter to the destitute. The expenses 
were paid by private subscription, City 
Treasurer George D. McCreary being a lib 
eral contributor. Tickets good for food and 
lodging were sold at eight for a dollar, 
and largely bought by charitable people. 
Many of those sheltered were also found 
work. Some one asked what proportion 
become religious and Mr. Rook replied that 
he did not know. ‘They kept no such sta- 
tistics, the aim of the mission being prima- 
rily to give a man in need tangible hep. 

Then there was more singing and Nir. 
lewis W. Bean, president of the Philadel- 
hia Sunday Breakfast Association, took 
the floor. His address was of absorbing 
interest and his style of delivery, now light 
and humorous, and now serious and dramat- 
ic, captured the house. He described how 
the association originated in S78. and 
after several years’ struggle finally got 
upon a sound foundation “nd was now a 
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tremendous success. For six months dur- 
ing the winter breakfast is served to all 
who apply and for the balance of the year 
there is a-tea service. 

Mr. Bean graphically described the pro- 
cession of outcasts waiting for breakfast 
on a Sunday morning in winter. “Re- 
deemed men,” he said, “were employed to 
do the work about the place, and there is 
a great difference,” he continued, “between 
redeemed men and reformed men.” Mr. 
Mr. McCreary, of Philadelphia, “‘who has 
a heart you couldn’t tramp into a bushe! 
basket,” gave $100 a night toward the 
support of the mission. 

The breakfast consists of corned beef 
egndwiches and coffee. Each man is given 
four sandwiches and three cups of coffee. 
At the tea service they get rusks, instead 
of sandwiches, and tea instead of coffee. 
In addition to the main charity there is a 
sewing school for girls in the mission and 
meetings of different kinds are held every 
nicht. 

Last year meals were served to 45.621 
“white, and 2,186 colored men: also to 260 
women. In the fifteen years’ work 391,- 
311 persons have been fed. 

There is no use talking religion to a hun- 

y man, said Mr. Bean. Fill them first 
with sandwiches and then with the spirit 
of God. In reference to expense, he etated 
that each meal cost about 45-8 cents. 

In answer to various questions Mr. Bean 

ted that no account was kept of conver- 
sions. There was prejudice against the 
mission and it had been attacked by the 
“meanest, dirtiest paper” in Philadephia 
because they didn’t put more sugar in the 
coffee, Some complained that the mission

true,” said Mr. Bean, “but the beats we 
feed are in rags, hungry and desperate. 
You will find plenty of other beats in this 
world wearing good clothes. We take care 
of the ragged, starving ones; if God can 
stand ’em we can. The world will never 
be converted with a policeman’s billy or a 
baseball bat.” 

Some one asked if many Catholics came 
to the mission. 

“Yes, a good many,” replied Mr. Bean, 
“and many have been converted and are 
now useful and Christian people.” 

“Who can become members of the asso- 
ciation?” was asked. rire 

“Anybody of Christian principles,” said 
Mr. Bean, “but no cranks, no long-haired 
men.’ 

He told a touching story of a mother 
finding her boy in the mission and wound 
up by an appeal to the southern people to 
pay more attention to the conversion of the 
negro, who was more’ susceptible, he 
thought, to religious influence than the 
whites. 

“Rescue the Perishing’ was then sung 
and Mr. Bean offered a prayer. He 
prayed for the lady stenographers, the 
newspaper reporters and that a good col- 
lection be taken up. 

A song by ‘Mr. and Mre. Lamb followed 
and Major Hilton delivered a short address 
on the rescue work at Los Angeles, Cal. 
He described the “gospel wagon” used there 
to carry speakers and singers with an organ 
to the slums and stated that the mission 
was highly successful. Major Hilton also 
gave some personal experiences and stated 
that he had been saved from drink by 
praver fourteen years befoPe. 

Prayers were then offered by Mr. Hadley 
and Miss C. Edholm, a lady delegate 
from Oakland, Cal. 

The “Question Box” was next reached 
on the programme. The questions were as 
follows: 

1. How to start a mission? 

2. How to start a church? 

3. How to organize a Christian Endeavor 
society? 

. How to organize an Epworth League? 

5. How to organize a Baptist Young Peo- 
ple’s Society ? 

6. How to organize a Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association? 

7. What ought Christians to do in rela- 
tion enforcing laws against Sabbath 
break nz, profanity, selling liquor, crying 
of newspapers on Sunday and the like? 

8. What should be done in special Chris- 
tian work for wheelmen? 

9. Ought Christians to distribute secular 
reading matter in coiportage work, prisons 
and elsewhere? : 

10. Is the liquor cure an auxiliary to 
Christian work? 

11. Are secret societies a hindrance to 
the church of Christ? 

Of these the only ones that excited any 
discussion were Nos. 8 and 10. The ques- 
tion in reference to wheelmen drew out 
several speeches. Rev. Torrey said that 
every minister should learn to ride and he 
would preach better. He could also ride 
out after the Sunday violators. Dr. Hel- 
sey said that he was in favor of organiz- 
ing a wheelmen’s gospel battalion. The 
speeches were chiefly in lighter vein. 

The question of the liquor cure as an 
auxiliary to Christian work was taken up 
by Mr. S. H. Hadley, of New York. He 
Was opposed to it, he said. In his opinion 
drunkenness is a sin and it was rank non- 
sense to attempt to fight it with anything 
except the gospel. 

Mr. Bean followed in the same vein. An 
attempt was made to introduce it in his 
mission, he said, but unsuccessfully. hey 
didn’t want to substitute gold for calvary. 
The religion of Christ was the cure he be- 
lieved in. Mr. Hilton also opposed the 
cure. He would substitute, he said, for 
conversion. 

Mr. Kelsey made a little speech on the 
other side. He did not advocate, he said, 
rep.acing moral suasion with drugs, but he 
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had seen numerous instances where the 
IXeely cure had enabled men to regain their 
manhood and become Christians again. It 
Was hecessary to cure a drunkard before 
you could convert him, and if gold would 
do it he favored gold. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lamb then sang a hymn 
and after a parting prayer by Rev. Norris 
the morning session adjourned. 

Afternoon Sesrian. 

The afternoon session o* the convention, 
which began promptty at 2:45 o’clock, was 
well attended.

Sits. W hittemore’s Stiort Talk. 

Mrs. E. M. Whittemore. one of the 
most active and useful members of the 
couvention, Whose work-bas largely heen 
the rescue of fallen women. was the first 
speaker introduced by Chairman Torrey. 
Mrs. Whittemore did not expect to attend 
the convention, on account of other en- 
yagements, but it happened that she 
wis oble to dispose of these, and reached 
the city, to the gratification of her many 
friends in the conventian, yesterday after- 
noon. 

Mrs. Whittemore made an earnest, prac- 
tical talk in which she gave a chapter of 
her recent experience in mission work. 

Ahead of Roston. 

The report of Rev. J. P. Bixby, of Lay 
college, Revere, Mass., was an interesting 
review of the Christian work in which he 
has been for a long time interested. In 
beginning his talk he paid a beautiful trib- 
ute to Atlanta’s welcome and stated, in 
this respect, that Boston would have to 
take a back seat. The result of the last 
convention in Massachusetts could not he 
estimated. Its impression was felt most 
decidedly upon the school with which the 
speaker was connected. The canse of tem- 
peramce and tpractical Christianitv had 
been greatly advanced by the convention. 

A voluntary prayer was then offered for 
this. useful Christian institution. after 
which Mr. Stebbins rendered the heantiful 
air, “Some Time We'll Understand.” 

Work ip Foreign Fields. 

Rev. H. P. Beach, of the school for 
Christian Workers, Springfield, Mass., was 
next presented to the convention. His 
subject was “Christian Work in Foreign 
Mission Fields,” and was jllustrated by 
means of a large map suspended from the 
ceiling above the stage. 

oreign missionary work, said the 
speaker, is equally as important as home 
missionary work. You have. seven days in 
which to discuss the latter, while I have 
only an hour in which to speak of foreign 
missions. The speaker then gave the con- 
vention a historical review of the mission 
work which had been accomplished in the 
world. 

With the aid of the map, Mr. Beach in- 
dicated the spread of the Christian reig- 
Ion, and compared it with that of false re- 
ligions. The church had much to perform 
in order to spread the gospel thoroughly and 
accomplish its interpreted mission. ~ 

A fervent and heartfelt prayer for the 
conversion of the heathen and the epread 
of the gospel in foreign lands was then of- 
fered by Rev. Thomas Bone.

Dr. Candler’s Brilliant Talk. 


Dr. Candler's, subject was “Christian 
Work in the South.” “When the subject 
was first presented to me,” said Dr. Can- 
dler, “I hesitated, for it carried to my 
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mind the idea of sectionalism. I finally de- | 
cided, however, that such an objection was | 
not good, and the subject was oue of broad | 


and far-reaching importance. We are not 


millionaires in the south, but there is very | 
little. abject poverty in this section of the | 


country. We have much religion in the 
south, more perhaps to the square inch 
than in any other part of the country. 
Much of this is among the colored people, 
who may be lacking in ethical quality, but 
who are full of the instincts of religion. 
These colored brethren have a great regard 
for the Sabbath and some of them keep 
Saturday. (Laughter.) If the Chicago ex- 
position had been held in Atlanta I think 
we would have closed the gates on Sunday. 
(Applause.) We believe in the Bible down 
south. Not that it contains the word of 
God, but that it is the word of God. (Ap 
plause.) .We have a Christianity that is 
very aggressive. We have had very few her- 
esy trials in the south, and very few strikes. 
We've had a few preachers that ought to 
be tried for heresy, perhaps. (Laugbter.) 
I'll say that much by way of candor. We 
have a great work before us in our larger 
cities, but not so much as those sections 
that are overrun and contaminated by a 
foreign element. We have a number of ex- 
ceent missions like that of Brother Bar- 
clay’s and a number of noble charities like 


legs. A great need in the south was a 
greater respect for the few in the right and 
a deeper reverence for principles, though 
unsupported by the many. 
sermons I ever preached was to only three 
people and one of them was deaf. (Laugh- 
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ter.) We need in the south more fore- 
thought and preparation for apprehended 
dangers. We ought not to wait until they 
happen, but should get ready to preveut 
their happening. We ought to have more 
respect for the Sabbath and a truer relig- 
ious spirit. The true spirit of Christianity 
will always guide the believer aright. He 
will have no fear of deviating from estab- 
lished forms and ceremonies of religion. 
You have brought us good methods, but I 
hope our people will not copy these meth- 
ods without catching your spirit. The 
spirit of Christianity has its root and 
flower in love—the love incarnated and 
exemplified by Jesus Christ. The way to 
reach the masses is to go in search of them 
and if we have the proper spirit our efforts 
will be wisely guided. The Savior had no 
difieulty in reaching the heart of the peo- 
ple. The secret is love and _ simplicity. 
So, if we accomplish no more, this meeting 
together will shed a saving influence over 
this region, and be fruitful of grand re- 
sults to the glory of God and the salvation 
of men.” 

The brilliant address of Dr. Candler was 
followed by several prayers of fervent in- 
vocation for the kindling of the holy spirit 
throughout the southland.

The movement grew beyond tle 
most sanguine anticipations of the Clrs- 
tian Workers. Burdiugs ve‘e secured in 
the neighborhood of the fair and when these 
could not be obtained tents Were Taised 
and temporary structures wece improvised 
A gospel Wagon Wus provid:{ and a cozen 
other methods put into practical opeiation. 

It was further desired to make the Clris- 
tinn work universal. Christian representa 
tives were obtained from al the nations 
of the world who breathed the yospel in 
their native tongue. An Mmporiant factor 
in this Chicago campaign was the Bible in- 
stitute. Hundreds of were held 
each week and thousands upon thousands 
heard the preaching of g There 
Wis never a service that was not crowded 
and that was not commenced prompily. 

Fully 2,000,000 people heard the gospel 
preached during the campaign and thou- 
sands were converted. 

The vast audience followed the speaker 
attentively and the address was one of re 
markable interest to the convention.

A Growing Disposition to Pay School 


Teachers Promptly. 


SEVERAL BILLS LOOKING TO THIS EXD | 


A Question Arises Over the Pension Law 
of ’86,and Mueh Discussion Grows 
Out of It in the House, 


One thing is certain, if there is any pos- 


sible way of raising the money the Georgia | 
legisiature will see that the teachers of the | 
common schools of the state are paid their | 


salaries more promptly. 


As reported in yesterday’s Constitution, | 
there was considerable opposition to the | 
Ham bill, which provides for bonds in order | 


that suflicient money might be raised to 


make the first payment of the teachers next | 


year. After the first payment there will 
be sufficient money’in the state treasury ac- 
ecruing from the regular taxes for schoo! 


purposes to make the succeeding payments | 


every quarter, thus enabling a system of 
giving the teachers their money regularly 
every three months, instead of making 
them wait, as is often the case now, twelve 
months for the money. 

But, while the opposition to the Ham bill 
was formidable, it is to be observed that the 
sentiment in favor of paying the teachers 
promptly is all one way. This was evi- 
denced in no unmistakable way yesterday 
by the appearance of three new bills look- 
ing to this end in different ways. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, introduced a 
bill providing for a direct tax in order that 
the money necessary might be raised. 

Mr. Giddens, of Whitfield, also introduced 
a bill: with simiar provisions. He is a 
member of the people’s party, but he is 
with the democrats on this question. 

Another bill looking to an earlier 
ment of the teachers was that of Mr. 
Donald, of Gwinnett, which provides that 
the first half of the rental of the State road 
be given to the common schools, thus se- 
curing enough money with the liquor taxes 
to pay the first quarter of the teachers’ 
salaries, 

Thus all the factions in the house, if 
they may be called factions, are getting to- 
gether in the lower branch of the legisla- 
ture to give the teachers of the state’s 
common schools more consideration than 
they have had heretofore in the matter of 
being paid off for their work. 

It is known that the third party mem- 
bers of the house have been the most vio- 
lent opponents of the Ham bill. It was due 
largely to the efforts of Mr. Branch, of Co- 
lumbia, in his canvass among the people’s 
partyites that they stood so strongly against 
the floating of bonds to pay the teachers. 
It is reasonable to presume, therefore, that 
when Mr. Giddens, himself a third party 
man, Gomes to the front with a bill for a

The Pensions tv soldiers. 

There Was an interesting question 
sprung in the house yesterday when Mr. 
Allen, of Upson, brought his bill uppropri- 
ating,a one-hundred-dollar pension to oue 
of his constituents to a third reading and 
had it put on passage. : 

The question it raised was whether or not 
it is jawful for a soldier who went from 
another state but,.who now resides in Geor- 
gia to receive a pension under the present 
laws. 

The bill seeks to secure a regular pension 
for James A. Roquemore, who it seems 
went from Alabama to the war, the compa- 
ny being made up of men from Georgia and 
Alabama. When the pension laws of ’86 
went into effect he was not a citizen of 
Georgia but of Alabama, but since that 
time he has come back to Georgia with his 
family and is now a bona fide citizen of 
this state. 

He made a strong speech on his behalf 
and showed from a legal standpoint that 
the constitution of the state allowed men of 

is class to receive pensions, and wanted 
to so change the pension laws of ‘S86 that 
he might receive it. oe 

Colonel Bill Smith, of Gwinnett. who is 
always. willing to do anything for an old 
confederate soldier, was quick to oppose 
the measure, He said that it was not in 
accord with the regular pension laws of 
tthe state and he was unwilling to see anv 
special favor granted to this man or that 
when there was a general law prohibiting 
others of this kind from enjoying the same 
right. 

The point that. Colonel Smith © raised 
seemed to gain favar jmmediately and the 
opposition to the bill grew so strong that 
it failed to gain the regular constitutiona! 
majority by a few votes. and the author 
made several efforts to have it tabled 
while the vote was proceeding, but it was 
too late. 

Mr. Allen gave notice that the bill would 
be rushed forward for reconsideration this 
morning when the house meets again. 

Mr. Calvin's New Bills. 


Calvin, of Richmond, -introduced 
three important bills yesterday. 

The first requires the commissioner of 
agriculture annually to collect and present 
in his report statistics—accurate and as 
full as possible—relating to agriculture 
in all its branches as practiced in this 
state. 

The second bill authorizes the appoint- 
ment, in each county in this state having 
a population. of 40,000 or more. of a phy- 
sician to the coroner. It is made the dutre 
of this physician to attend all inquests held 
by the coroner, make all post-mortem ex- 
aminations and autopsies contemplated by 
the laws of the state, ete. The appoint- 
ment to made and compensation to he 
fixed by the officer or tribunal having 
charge of county matters. | 

The third bill fixes, in the terms of the 
statute the time when all special taxes, 
that amount to $50 or more on each fixed 
trade or business, shall be paid. namely 
April 1st in each vear, or upon commencing 
such business. The idea in the bill is that 
if a person begin business after the lapse 
of the first quarter he will be required to 
pay that quarter’s tax only and so on.

GATHERED AT RANDOM. 


Editor Dana in a recent Sun gives a 
highly interesting estimate of the qualities 
and characteristics of the two greatest 
editors of theif’ time; two men whose 
names stand: at the top of the list in 
American journalism. 

“We had the pleasure of knowing both 
Greeley and Raymond,” says Mr. Dana. 
“We were more intimate with the first 
named of these contemporary editors than 
with the other. They were able, sincere, 
energetic, public-spirited Americans. 
Neither of them was a cherub. Mr. 
Greeley, good man! said ‘damn’ more than 
once, as we regret to remember, and, when 
that 
cool-headed man retorted in language which 
many people have forgotten. The two did 
not get along very well together when one 
was editor of The Tribune and the other 
was among his assistants; nor afterward 
when they were editors of rival papers, 
though both were of the same party. 
Neither of them was an ‘ideal editor,’ or 
a very deep thinker, or a first-class states- 
man, or a notable scholar. Greeley was a 
stronger and more stirring writer than 
taymond, but Raymond was a far more 
skillful editor than Greeley. Greeley was 
more fervent in mind than Raymond; Ray- 
mond was more judicious and nimble than 
Greeley. Raymond, when he was @ 
member of the legislature, and the speaker 
of the assembly, and the lieutenant gover- 
nor of the state, and a member of congress, 
and a delegate to state or national conven- 
tions, gave evidence that he was greatly 
more ingenious in politics than Greeley, 
who, indeed, during the brief period of his 
service in congress, did not win distinction. 
Raymond always kept up a close intimacy 
with those astute political managers, Thur- 
low Weed and William H. Seward, while 
Greeley was unable to stay Jong in the 
‘political firm of Seward, Weed & Greeley.’ 
in which, as he said when he left the con- 
cern, he had been a ‘junior partner.’ 
Greeley was more of a philosopher than 
Raymond, who, in turn, was more of a 
mun of affairs than Greeley. Greeley was 
often compared with Benjamin Iranklin, 
though he did not possess Franklin’s scien- 
tific quality; Raymond might be compared, 
in many respects, with Franklin Pierce, 
though he was not of Pierce’s politics. 
Greeley had certain eccentricities of man- 
ner and action; Raymond was always re- 
garded as a very level-headed man. Both 
of them belonged to the anti-slavery school 
in politics, but Greeley’s fervor in the cause 
fur surpassed Raymond's. Greeley had in 
his earlier years been a champion of ‘social 
reforms’ which were bitterly denounced by 
Raymond, who, however, in the latter 
years of his life, began to look with favor 
upon certain theories of socialism. Greeley 
Was negligent in his dress; Raymond was 
natty. Both Greeley and Raymond were 
founders of New York daily papers which 
still exist, but neither of which is now 
characterized by the traits of its founder. 
We agree with The 
that none of the New York papers now 
possesses the individuality of Greeley’s 
Tribune or Raymond’s Times, and no one 
of them can possess it, for both of these 
memorable. individuals long ago departed 
for ‘the undiscovered country from whose 
bourn no traveler returns,’ after it had been 
their lot ‘to grunt and sweat under a weary 
life’ but that is not a reason why we 
should despair of the American press. We 
may yet have editors not unworthy to be 
compared with the greatest and best we 
have ever had. A true mun was Horate 
Greeley, strong, earnest and good—honored 
be his memory! An able man was Henry 
Jarvis Raymond, clear-headed, quick- 
witter, reasonable, temperate, genial and 
highly accomplished—let his name shine in 
the editorial galaxy.” 


Mrs. Josephine Diebisch Peary, wife of 
Lieutenant Peary, the arctic explorer, has 
a warin friend in New York who will short- 
ly be married to well-known — lawyer, 
writes David Wechsler, in a syndicate let- 
ter. Mrs. Peary has been corresponding 
with this friend of hers regularly, and upon 
the authority of an epistle emanating very 
recently from the land of snow and ice, it 
can be stated that the little stranger, whose 
birth is expected to give to the United 
States its first citizen hailing from the frigid 
zone, shall receive the name of Robert, 
if of the voting sex, and that of Josephine 
if not. ‘Mrs. Peary gives sole personal 
views relative to her husband's exploring 
plans. She defendg herself playfully from 
the charge of having reduced her husband 
to a henpecked condition, and avers that 
he is her lord and master in every sense 
of the words. Mrs. Peary, having thus 
openly alluded to a delicate subject, there 
can be no impropriety in saying that the 
lieutenant’s exploring plans were much im- 
peded when he was last in New York by 
the fact that he was known to be absolute- 
ly controlled by his wife. The efforts of 
Professor Angelo Heilprin were, indeed, 
required to smooth away difhiculty growing 
out of this state of things. It is known to 
a few here that one of New York’s wealth- 
iest men offered to advance $25,000 in 
aid of the expedition, provided that only 
men should be in the party. But Mrs. 
Peary would not hear of being ‘eft behind 
and implored her husband with tears in 
her eyes to be permitted to go. This is 
why there were such mysterious delays and 
consultations before the expedition finally 
got away. It may be remembered that 
the lieutenant took occasion to deny a re- 
port of disagreement among his men. The 
“disagreements” consisted merely of a gen- 
eral opinion that Mrs. Peary should be left 
at home. However, the lady managed to 
have her own way. It may be that a sense 
of her unique position has prompted the 
letters recentiy received from the arctie 
queen. Certainly her arguthents that a 
wife’s place is by her husband's side gnd 
that she should not leave him in the hour 
of peril are powerful if not very novel. 
The trouble seems to be, however, that 
Mrs. Peary not only wishes to be by her 
husband's’ side,_—but to borrow his 
voice of command occasionally. Said a 
member of the last expedition, when ex- 
tracts from the fady’s recent letters were 
read: 

“Bosh! Everybody who has bad 
anything to do with the Peary expeditions 
knows that the wife, and not the husband, 
was in command.’’ 


The Washington correspondent of The 
Philadelphia Times tells this story of 
Speaker Crisp and his charming wife:

Crisp was just about as blue in spirite 
and ill in body as a poor, young hopelessly 
in Jove fellow can well be, and his despair 
serious.y retarded any improvement, but 
when the doctor returned with Clara’s mes- 
sage, he felt inspired by such a proof of 
affection, and declared he intended to get 
well, marry her in spite of his poverty and 
make for her a name of which she should 
one day be proud. 
word faithfully. Unfortunately for the 
devoted wife, she was goon after her mar- 
riage attacked with rheumatic gout, which 
has ever since kept her in ill health. Yet 
there was no southern home more beauti- 
fully kept than that of Mrs. Crisp. Her 
chief amusement is writing to absent 
friends and reading tiie papers, while much 
of her pleasure consists in collecting and 
pasting in a scropbook all the papers say of 
her husband. 

Mrs. Crisp has had seven children, only 
four of whom are now living. The oldest 
daughter is married, the oldest boy, Charles 
Crisp, Jr., is derk to his father, while ,the 
two youngest, Frederick and Bertha, are 
yet in their early teens. The children’s 
love clusters about their invalid mother, 
while she returns to them and their father 
the fullness of the deep affection that un- 
shrines all her family in her heart.

Nine hats of the first Napoleon are said to 
be in existence. A writer in The Vie Con- 
temporaine gives a list of them. One is in 
the possession of Mme. Claitte, whose grand- 
father, General Giraud, picked it up at Ma- 
rengo. At a critical moment, Bonaparte 
started off at a gallop, and the wind biowing 
off his hat he did not stop to pick it up. 

Another of the hats is in a little crypt 
beside Napoleon's tomb at the Invalides. This 
was worn on the 7th, Sth and 9th of Feb- 
ruary, 1807, at Eylau, and it is the identical 
one represented in the colossal picture of 
the battle by. Gros. to be seen in the Louvre. 
During the peace which succeeded the battle 
Gros was commissioned to paint the picture, 
and in order that the figure of the emperor 
might be faithfully depicted, the hat Was 
given to the painter. 

At the death of Gros in 1835 it was found 
under a glass case upon a wooden stand, 
and it was sold by auction among the 
painter's effects for 2,047f, Hie, to 
Dr. Delareroix, who presented it to Louis 
Philippe. The latter, after the famous second 
funeral of Napoleon, ordered it to be placed 
beside the remains with the emperor's 
crosses and the sword he wore at Austerlitz. 
Of the remaining hats, one belongs to Prince 
V.ctor Napoleon, and another to the Museum 
at Gotha.

Its weight was 428 1-2 carats in 
the rough, and it measured 1 7-8 inches 
through the longest axis and 1 1-2 inches 
square. When cut it was reduced to 228 1-2 
carats and was valued only at $15,000 on ac- 
count of its yellow color. What the Jagers- 
“ontein stone is worth no one can yet say.

A Wasp’s Sting. 

Dr. A. Ivor Thomas gives in ‘The Lancet an ac- 
count of the effects of a wasp’s sting on the mid- 
die tinger of the left hand of a man of fifty-six, 
on September 25th, a time of the vear when wasps 
have plenty of other work to do. On admission to 
the hospital the man became faint,and severe 
pains extended up his arm and all over his body: 
a severe rigor followed, ending in violent vomit- 
ing and diarrhe@:. The sting, 1t appears, had been 
abstracted by the man’s wife, but when the doctor 
reaclred the patient he found him in cold, col 
lapsed condition, having a thin, wiry pulse, with 
the temperature of 98 degrees Fahrenheit. There 
was no difficulty in breathing, but tbe tongue andl 
throat were described by the patient as becoming 
‘lJarger.” The patient recovered, but his case 
shows what a wasp can do with his sting.

Captain William A. Brewer, who has re- 
centty came to the south from the west, 
aud who is known and recognized as 
of the wost thorough gold-mining engineers 
in the country, returned from Cherokee 
county yesterday, where he has been several 
days on a prospecting tour. Captain 
Brewer, besides being an expert mineralo- 
gist, is an extremely conservative man, and 
the story he tells of Georgia’s great gold 
resources can be relied upon as being cor- 
rect, 

lor the past two weeks he has been pros- 
pecting in and around Canton, in Cherokee 
county, and the magnificent specimens of 
gold ore he has found and brought back ful- 
ly substantiate what he says. From Canton 
Captain Brewer went to the famous 
“Franklin” gold mine, which is one of the 
richest bearing sinks in the south. Tor a 
number of years it has been indifferently 
worked, and slow progress Was mude on this 
account, but within the past few years it 
has undergone a new management, and the 
shaft, Which is now being sunk, is paying 
well, The “Iranklin” sink is fifteen miles 
from Canton.. It has paid within the last 
two years to its owners something like 
$06,000, There is one vertical shaft 240 
feet in depth and an inc&ne shaft 1S) feet 
below this one, which gives altogether un- 
der the surface of the earth 425 feet. The 
vein which is now being operated is a very 
rich one and is about twenty feet in width.

The average clear money made per ton 
from the “Iranklin” is $9: S4.50 being iu 
fine milling ore and $4.50 being in sulphur- 
ets. <A ten-stamp vill is used at present, 
and the manugeny .. expect to put in an 
additional miil of the same construction. 
These mills are much the best to work con- 
centrates with. 

Captain Brewer said gold could be much 
more easily mined in this siate than the 
west from the fact of its accessability and 
cheapness of labor. The ore can be taken 
from the ground and separated at a nominal 
cost per ton, while in the west the average 
cost is $5. This is certainiy in Georgin’s 
favor and means much for the Empire State 
ef the south, 

the Range of the Gold Belt. 


The range of the gold vein which pet 
meates Georgia begins in the northern por- 
tion of Virginia and extends through the 
upper and nuddle part of the state to Ran- 
dolph county, ino Alabama. It is about 
two and a half miles in width, and varies 
northeast and southwest. Near Tallapoosa, 
Ala., this vein runs, and also in Eimore 
county in that state. In Randolph county, 
upon Crooked creek, the vain is especially 
rich, and Captain Brewer thinks the speci- 
Inen of geld found there very fine. 

Captain Brewer believes Georgia is in the 
lead when it comes to rich and prosperous 
gold mining. ‘The field is much larger and 
more encouraging, and one thing peculiar’ 
interesting about the gold found is’ that 
it lies, as a rule, upon accessible ground. 

The attention of a great Inany expert 
mining engineers are being turned to Geor- 
gia’s valuable gold fields and none are more 
enthusiastic over the future than those who 
have recently visited the fields. 

Captain Brewer has been a practical 
miner and engineer for the past twenty 
years and his opinion may be considered 
valuable to those interested, He is a close 
and observing miner and has his eye upon 
the fields he has recently visited.

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DOUBLING UP ON HIM. | 


Marion Barnett, Convicted Counterfeiter, 
Charged with Squandering $20,000. 


WATSON CONNECTS J. H. JAMES WITH IT 


An Injunction Was Prayed for by James 
A. Watson and Granted—Alleged That 
Banker James Has the Money. 


Marion Barnett, now suffering imprison- 
ment for counterfeiting, was yesterday 
informally charged with embezzlement by 
Mr. James A. Watson in a bill asking thet 
the banking firm of J..H. & A. L. James 
be restrained fugn paying out funds al- 
leged by Watson to have beemw deposited 
in the James bank by Barnett, or by some 
person for him. 

Judge Lumpkin granted the prayer for 
an injunction against J. H. & A. L. 
James in the matter, and set the ease for 
a hearing on the 18th of this month 

The bill alleges that a partnership ex- 
isted between James A. Watson and Ma- 
rion Barnett under the firm style of James 
A. Watson & Co., but Barnett had ouly a 
working interest, the profits being equaily 
divided between him and Watson after al! 
the expenses were paid. The partners iip, 
under the conditions suggested, was formed 
in ISSL and lasted until 1891, the business 
being conducted in Atlanta. 

It would appear that Watson was called 
tu Lithia Springs to attend to some inter- 
ests there, and he left Barnett in charge 
of the mercantile business in Atlanta. Ac- 
cording to Watson, when he began to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the firm he diseov- 
ered that his partner had squandered all 
of the assets of the company except a 
small amount of goods, perlaps less than 
one thousand dollars’ worth. The allega- 
tion is alsu made that money was taken 
away by Barnett With fraud- 
ulent Intent on the part of Barnett to steal 
und secrete the same. 

Lhe VMetition Charges a Conspiracy. 

After reciting facts of minor interest the 
bill reads: 

“Petitioner alleges that he has good 
reason tu believe that said sum of money, 
or a large portion thereof, has been deposit- 
ed with the banking tirm of J. H. & A. 
L.. James, bankers of the county, by Ma- 
rion Barnett, aid a cousiderabie suw has 
been been so deposited fur a ioug Ume, 
aud is now ip tue hands and. possession 
and on deposit with the said bankers: that 
the money is deposited there in the name 
of said Marion Barnett or in some ficti- 
tious Lame or some gther persou’s name, 
kuown and understood by the said bank- 
ers to be the property of the said Marion 
Barnett, and that John H. & A. L. 
James, their agents, officers and employes 
refuse to divulge or make known to the 
petitioner or his attorneys any statement 
concerning the said sum of money.” 

Watson goes on to say that thodamoney 
alleged to lave been so deposited righttul- 
ly and justly belongs to tim. 

‘The allegations continue: 

“Petitioner further alleges that by some 
kind of cOuspiracy betweem the said J. 
H. & A. L. James and Marion Barnett 
they have been able to cover up and keep 
secreted the money aforesaid, which pe- 
titioner charges from his best information 
is deposited in the bank aforesaid.” 

Prays to Have ‘Bankers Aforesaid Enjoined. 

Watson prays for an injunction to pre- 
vent the bank of J. H. & A. L. James 
from paying out any money whatsoever 
on checks from Marion Barnett or _ his 
friends out of the funds alleged to be on 
deposit in the bank. 

The prayer for injunction is followed by 
a lot of interrogatories in which Banker 
J. H. James is asked to reeall all the busi- 
ness dealings that he ever had with Bar- 
nett, tell how many times he has been to 
see him sinee his ineareeration for coun- 
terfeiting. what he said to hip on these oe- 
casions, and if there is any money, such as 
is described, in the bank. 

As stated, Judge Lumpkin granted 
temporary restraining order and set 
ease for a hearing. 

The amount alleged to have been squan- 
dered by Barnett is something less than 
S20 000,
